T he task of playing shortstop 

and batting third as a freshman 
for a Florida high school state 
title contender might have seemed 
overwhelming for Addison Russell. 

But that was just one of several trials Rus- 
sell has met successfully during his budding 
career. 

“Most of my life, I try to challenge myself,” 
said Russell, 22, who got married in January 
and is in the midst of raising a young family 
“Especially with baseball, playing in an older 
bracket and being put on a pretty big stage at 
a younger age. Just learning how to cope with 
the pressures and expectations has been very 
good.” 

As the expectations have swelled for the 
Cubs, Russell has grown more confident and 
comfortable in his role. 

“I can see it in his body language, which is 
good,” veteran catcher Miguel Montero said. 
“He’s still humble, but he knows he belongs 


here. He has grown a lot in a year.” 

Russell’s patience and willingness to ac- 
cept a different role as a rookie paid off at the 
start of an amazing playoff run when the Cubs 
moved him from second base to shortstop— 
his natural position. 

And, after a hamstring injury ended his 
2015 season, Russell reported this spring in 
prime shape after completing a 
program designed to strengthen 
more than just his legs. 

“He filled out but thinned out. 

He got more athletic with his 
weight,” said Karl Jernigan, Rus- 
sell’s youth coach who now is a 
teacher and assistant varsity base- 
ball coach at Russell’s alma mater, 

Pace High School. 

During their discussions during his rookie 
season, Russell told Jernigan he knew he 
would have to get stronger to maintain his ef- 
fectiveness and durability for a major-league 
season. That was reinforced when Russell 
strained his left hamstring in Game 3 of the 
NL Division Series and missed the rest of the 


playoffs. 

“We took care of business this offseason,” 
said Russell, who trained at the Andrews In- 
stitute for Orthopaedics and Sports Medicine 
in Florida. “Whether my hamstring was from 
fatigue or a freak accident, {I’m trying] to 
make sure that doesn’t happen again. 

“I grinded all year with these guys, and you 
have to put your best foot for- 
ward and accept [the injury] for 
what it was. ... But it’s a blessing 
to be here.” 

It also was a blessing for the 
Cubs, especially after Russell dis- 
placed incumbent shortstop Star- 
lin Castro on Aug. 7. Russell never 
complained about his temporary 
switch from shortstop to second 10 days be- 
fore receiving his first major-league promo- 
tion April 21. He just spent many early hours 
learning the nuances of second base with 
coach Gary Jones. 

“I hoped that {the return to short] would 
come,” Russell said. “I got that opportunity, 
and I’m looking forward {to fulfilling it].” 


Russell’s personal duties expanded in the 
past seven months as his son was born in Au- 
gust and he married Aiden’s mother, Melisa 
Reidy in January 

“[Melisa] takes a lot of pressure off me off 
the field,” Russell said. ‘And she handles my 
son and daughter very well. I couldn’t ask for 
much more. 

“I knew I was going to start a family very 
soon, sooner than later. My parents grew up 
very young with children, and we basically got 
to grow up with them. Hopefully my kids will 
be able to grow up being with me in the ma- 
jors, they’ll be able to see different horizons 
and grow up with the Cubs fans and myself 
and Melisa.” 

With quick success, Russell understands 
that many people from his hometown look 
up to him. Jernigan stressed that Russell’s lo- 
cal commitments, such as working out in the 
offseason with past and current Pace players, 
remain authentic. 

‘Addison remembers his parents driv- 
ing him to tournaments,” Jernigan said. “He 
knows where he comes from.”

WICKER PARK’S BOM BOLLA OFFICIALLY SHUTTERS

For three months, Bom Bolla management 
searched for new investors in hopes of saving 
the Wicker Park cava bar, which temporarily 
closed because of financial woes in December, 
despite receiving rave reviews throughout its 
seven-month run. However, the bar is now 
officially shuttering, according to a Facebook 
post published last week. 

‘Although Fm certain it’s no surprise to any- 
one that our chances of reopening there on 
Milwaukee Avenue have been slim to none for 
some time now, I can say that as of this week, 
it is official; we will not be,” the post read. 

Brought to us by Pops for Champagne bev- 
erage director W Craig Cooper last May, the 
Spanish cava bar and tapas restaurant faced 
funding issues in an expensive space with an 
unopened second floor and rooftop in a high- 
priced neighborhood. The unique concept, 
which received a 4-star review from RedEye, 
was highly regarded right up to its closing, 
making lists such as the Chicago Reader’s 
best new restaurants, the Chicago Tribune’s 
best restaurant dishes of the year and Time 
Out Chicago’s best things we ate and drank in 
November. 

“Safe to say we felt like we were close to 
having a place that may have finally, calmly, 
made sense - made sense of the maddening, 
deafening, chaotic din of this business,” the 
post continued. “We were excited for that, 



and we are all very sad that we didn’t get to 
see, to taste that particular fruition, but I am 
certain we all will, without exception, take a 
bit of that fervor away with us. We will all be 
better for it.” 

While it may be stripped from Milwaukee 
Avenue, we can only hope the post’s empha- 
sis on the specific location means Bom Bolla 
might live on elsewhere (wishful thinking?). 
Though it was short-lived, Chicago has tasted 
the wonders of vermouth on tap and squid bo- 
cadillos, and it would be a shame to lose that 
forever.

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Alton Brown Burger is 
absurd, in a good way

What do you get when a scientific-minded 
food star teams up with a restaurant chain 
dedicated to maximizing the savoriness of 
each burger it sells? That’s right, you have the 
new Alton Brown Burger at Umami Burger 
(1480 N. Milwaukee Ave. 773-423-2005). 

Named for the Japanese word for savory, 
Umami Burger deliberately picks out foods 
that pack in umami— like anchovies, Par- 
mesan cheese and mushrooms — to top each 
burger, making each bite taste even meatier 
than it normally would. 

Brown’s burger is no different. Looking to 
a classic Southern breakfast for inspiration, 
his burger features a beef patty mixed with 
bacon lardons and then topped with ched- 
dar cheese, smashed cheesy tots, two strips 
of miso-maple bacon, a fried egg, fried sage 
and housemade coffee ketchup. For a final 
flourish, a knife is plunged into the burger, 
unleashing the runny yolk. 

Is it absurd? Of course! Every single burger 
at Umami Burger strives for absurdity and 
Brown’s burger is no different. Thanks to the 
runny egg yolk, it’s also an extravagant mess, 
sure to require a handful of napkins. Each bite 



is also rich and extra savory, and I particularly 
liked the crunch from the cheesy tots. I could 
have used a bit more acid from the ketchup, 
but that’s easy enough to rectify by adding 
some of Umami Burger’s excellent truffle 
ketchup on top.
